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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  duties  of  the  Selectmen  in  the  year  of  1945  have 
been  many  and  varied  and  although  there  are  some  things 
which  have  not  been  done  which  should  have  been  done 
under  existing  conditions  we  feel  satisfied  with  what  has 
been  accomplished.  We  refer  to  unfinished  repairs  to  dam¬ 
age  done  by  the  wind  storm  of  1944  more  of  which,  owing 
to  a  shortage  of  materials  and  labor,  still  remains  to  be  done. 
We  refer  to  repairs  on  the  Exchange  Building,  the  Band 
Stand  at  Brooks  Park  and  removing  debris  from  some  of  the 
beaches.  We  have  hopes  of  carrying  these  projects  through 
during  the  next  year. 

Our  expenditures  in  some  departments  for  the  past  year 
have  been  heavy,  and  we  were  obliged  to  ask  for  transfers 
of  funds  from  the  appropriations  of  other  departments  to 
meet  our  obligations.  #  Reference  is  made  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
departments,  and  but  for  the  transfers  the  expenditures 
would  have  exceeded  the  respective  appropriations.  We 
feel  that  a  continued  increase  in  the  appropriations  for  the 
departments  of  O.A.A.  and  A.D.C.  are  necessary  as  the  case 
loads  in  these  departments  are  ever  increasing.  Expendi¬ 
tures  in  other  departments  have  been  as  usual  or  less  than 
in  other  years. 

The  appointed  officials  of  the  different  departments  in 
town  have  been  efficient  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
and  in  spite  of  lack  of  necessary  help  in  many  cases  have 
functioned  most  satisfactorily.  Due  to  labor  shortage  again 
we  were  for  a  while  unable  to  secure  a  man  as  permanent 
keeper  of  the  Fire  Station  but  that  obstacle  has  now  been 
overcome  and  there  will  be  an  attendant  on  duty  at  all  times. 

Your  Selectmen  have  been  faithful  in  attending  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  State  and  County  Selectmen’s  Associations. 
These  meetings  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  doings  of  other  towns  —  this  has  proved  helpful  in 
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giving  our  towns  as  efficient  an  administration  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  people  of 
Harwich  for  their  always  kind  cooperation  with  their  Town 
Officials.

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1945  ANNUAL  REPORT 
HARWICH  WATER  DEPT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

We  submit  herewith  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1945. 

Administration 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  organized  at  their 
February  meeting  and  voted  to  continue  with  the  same 
organization  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Receipts  for  the  year  again  showed  a  substantial  in¬ 
crease  amounting  to  $20,176.09.  This  increase  was  far  in 
excess  of  expectations  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  meter 
rental  charges  were  eliminated  and  a  substantial  reduction 
in  excess  water  charges  was  made.  The  latter  reduction, 
however,  has  resulted  in  additional  commercial  business  far 
in  excess  of  the  loss  in  revenue. 

Although  our  operating  budget  was  higher  than  pre¬ 
viously,  reflecting  the  trend  of  higher  wages  and  material 
costs,  our  receipts  exceeded  this  figure  by  $8,458.86. 

With  the  termination  of  hostilities,  the  W.P.B.  elimina¬ 
ted  all  restrictions  on  construction  work  which  resulted  in 
the  most  active  year  in  the  history  of  the  department. 

This  increased  activity  presented  many  problems.  Ma¬ 
terials  continued  scarce  and  manpower  practically  non¬ 
existent  at  town  wage  rates.  If  the  department  is  to  handle 
the  volume  of  work  it  receives,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Town  to  establish  a  higher  wage  rate  if  we  are  to  compete 
with  private  organizations  hiring  labor. 

The  rate  of  expansion  in  the  past  two  years  has  been 
such  that  the  department  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters. 
Storage  facilities  for  meters  and  other  construction  materials 
present  a  problem.  Several  hundred  meters  used  on  seasonal 
accounts  are  removed  each  Fall  and  must  be  stored  in  a  suit¬ 
able  place  to  avoid  damage.  We  are  urgently  in  need  of 
proper  testing  and  repair  facilities  for  meters,  but  our  pres¬ 
ent  quarters  cannot  accommodate  this  equipment.  Many 
heavier  construction  materials  are  stored  in  our  yard  and 
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deteriorate  from  exposure  to  the  elements.  A  small  addition 
to  house  this  stock  and  equipment  is  urgently  needed  and 
cannot  be  ignored. 

Maintenance 

As  in  the  past  two  years  maintenance  has  been  restricted 
to  essentials.  All  property  and  equipment  has  been  main¬ 
tained  as  best  it  could  with  the  manpower  available.  Hy¬ 
drants  received  the  most  attention  and  have  been  maintained 
in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

No  major  leaks  were  found  during  the  year. 

Permanent  repairs  were  made  to  the  Herring  River 
Bridge  crossing,  which  has  been  a  source  of  trouble  for  some 
time.  Valves  were  cut  in  on  each  side  and  a  hydrant  on  the 
westerly  side,  making  it  possible  to  isolate  the  crossing  and 
span  the  gap  with  fire  hose  should  it  be  necessary  to  make 
repairs  on  the  pipe  crossing.  The  crossing  was  cut  and  an 
expansion  joint  inserted.  This  has  eliminated  the  leakage 
caused  by  temperature  changes. 

Services 

A  total  of  78  services  were  installed  during  the  year. 
Although  this  is  a  substantial  increase  over  any  previous 
year,  if  labor  had  been  available  this  figure  would  have  been 
well  over  a  hundred.  Inasmuch  as  new  services  are  the  real 
indication  of  growth,  our  efforts  were  concentrated  on  this 
work. 


Pumping  Station 

Although  the  annual  rainfall  was  close  to  normal,  the 
amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  again  increased. 
New  monthly,  weekly,  and  daily  peaks  were  reached,  but 
present  facilities  seemed  adequate. 

Engines,  pumps  and  other  equipment  were  repaired  and 
overhauled  as  needed  and  all  are  in  good  mechanical  con¬ 
dition. 


Extensions 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  number  of  extensions 
voted  to  relieve  areas  affected  by  salt  water  contamination, 
was  such  that  it  was  immediately  apparent  that  outside  help 
would  be  necessary.  Sufficient  labor  was  not  available  lo¬ 
cally  to  handle  a  normal  volume  of  work.  It  was,  therefore 
decided  to  let  this  work  out  on  a  contract  basis.  Bids  were 
invited  and  the  low  bidder,  Charles  L.  Shea  of  Dedham 
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Massachusetts,  was  engaged.  The  contractor’s  part  of  the 
work  was  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  although  due 
to  the  labor  shortage  the  time  required  was  much  longer 
than  estimated.  Much  of  the  patching  and  clean-up  work, 
performed  by  the  department,  was  delayed  until  Fall  and 
it  was  necessary  to  delay  some  of  the  final  clean-up  on 
shoulders  until  next  Spring. 

If  the  Town  intends  to  vote  as  large  a  volume  of  work 
for  t lie  next  two  or  three  years,  it  would  seem  that  with 
contractors’  rates  at  their  present  levels,  it  would  warrant 
the  purchase  of  suitable  equipment  by  the  department, 
provided,  however,  that  labor  will  be  available.

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HERRING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


At  the  last  Town  Meeting  we  had  an  article  and  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  seining  pool. 
We  were  unable  to  locate  a  suitable  place  for  same.  How¬ 
ever  in  the  late  Fall  we  entered  into  a  new  phase  of  circum¬ 
stances,  namely,  the  exchange  of  land  now  owned  by  the 
town  of  Harwich,  located  to  the  south  of  cranberry  bog 
owned  by  Mr.  Austin  for  land  to  the  north  of  said  bog  which 
we  feel  will  be  satisfactory  for  our  requirements.  As  our 
powers  were  to  purchase  we  had  no  authority  to  make  this 
exchange  and  have  article  in  present  warrant  for  this  ex¬ 
change. 

Conditions  of  flume  at  Long  Pond  remain  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.  We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  cor¬ 
rect  this  condition. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  we  establish  the 
minimum  amount  of  bid  at  time  of  sale  of  herring  rights.  W  e 
feel  that  if  no  one  wants  the  fishery  rights  at  this  price  that 
it  would  be  more  to  our  advantage  to  allow  the  entire  run 
to  spawn.  This  would  soon  give  a  much  larger  run  and 
would  soon  increase  sale  price.  It  would  also  increase 
amount  of  bait  in  the  coastal  waters  which  in  turn  will  aid 
all  types  of  fishing  both  commercial  and  sporting.

REPORT:—

Committee  organized  by  the  choice  of  Thomas  II. 
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Nickerson,  Chairman,  and  Mary  C.  Eldredge,  Clerk. 

The  committee  has  held  several  public  hearings  and  a 
number  of  executive  meetings.  At  the  public  hearings  sever¬ 
al  ideas  were  advanced  as  to  the  nature  of  suitable  memorials. 
We  have  also  tried,  from  talks  with  our  townspeople,  to 
learn  their  views  with  relation  to  this  matter.  Many  ideas 
have  been  advanced.  Among  them  have  been  suggested 
parking  spaces,  bathing  beaches,  public  parks,  fire  stations, 
teachers’  and  nurses’  homes,  granite  monuments,  recreation 
rooms,  scholarships  and  other  plans.  There  may  be  some 
merit  to  all  of  them.  But  for  obvious  reasons,  some  must 
necessarily  be  discarded.  By  the  |erms  of  the  will,  whatever 
is  decided  upon,  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Executors. 

After  considering  the  matter  from  every  angle  and  giv¬ 
ing  careful  study  and  thought  to  all  of  the  plans  submitted, 
the  committee  unanimously  recoilimencl  to  the  Town  the 
following : — 

That  the  land  opposite  Pilgrim  Church,  in  Harwich  Port, 
extending  from  Main  Street,  on  the  south,  to  Pleasant  Street, 
on  the  north,  once  owned  by  the  late  William  R.  Burgess,  and 
comprising  approximately  three  acres  be  acquired  for  this 
purpose ;  that  on  the  Main  Street  side  of  this  property  there 
be  erected  a  modern  building,  of  attractive  Cape  Cod  design, 
to  serve  as  a  Community  Reception  Center,  wherein  could 
be  enjoyed  rest  and  relaxation,  the  privilege  of  writing, 
reading,  possibly  games  and  social  functions,  an  opportunity 
for  the  registration  of  summer  visitors,  information  bureau, 
and  many  other  functions.  Also  in  this  building  would  be 
provided  rest  rooms  and  space  for  the  use  of  a  Historical 
Society,  which,  it  is  felt,  would  be  a  valuable  asset  and  add  to 
the  pleasures  the  town  has  to  offer.  The  grounds  would  be  at¬ 
tractively  landscaped  with  beautiful  flowers,  shrubs,  trees 
and  foliage,  and  seats  provided  where  one  could  rest  and  en¬ 
joy  the  beauties  of  such  a  setting.  The  rear  of  the  lot  would 
provide  a  large  parking  space  to  take  care  of  a  great  number 
of  cars. 

We  feel  that  such  a  project  would  greatly  enhance  the 
charms  and  attractions  of  our  town  and  be  a  source  of  pride 
and  pleasure  to  our  summer  residents  and  bur  own  native 
people.  If  this  plan  is  adopted,  it  may  be  netessary  for  the 
town  to  appropriate  some  money  for  the  up-keep  and  main- 
enance  of  the  property,  but  it  should  be  apparent  that  it  is 
well  worth  it.  We  believe  such  a  place  could  be  developed  into 
one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  Cape  Cod,  and  add  much  to  the 
prestige  of  our  town.  It  would  be  an  ideal  memorial  to  the 
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late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Ulm,  whose 
generosity  and  desire  to  beautify  our  town,  must  be  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all.  We  recommend  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
Memorial  Committee  of  three  citizens,  who  shall  have  com¬ 
plete  charge  of  erecting  the  building,  landscaping  the 
grounds,  and  all  other  details  in  connection  with  this  memo¬ 
rial. 

As  an  alternative  to  this  plan,  the  committee  suggest  a 
Scholarship  Trust  Fund,  to  be  known  as  “The  Benjamin 
Johnson,  Mary  A.  Johnson  and  Susan  J.  Ulm  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund”,  the  administration  of  the  Fund  and  the 
investment  of  the  trust  funds  to  be  attended  to  by  a  Trust 
Fund  Committee  of  five  voters  of  the  Town,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  latter  plan  would  benefit  but  a 
few  High  School  pupils,  while  the  former  would  give  pleas¬ 
ure  and  benefit  to  the  entire  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  DIRECTOR 

OF  ACCOUNTS

Sir : 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  general 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  from  Janu¬ 
ary.  1,  1944,  and  of  the  collector’s  accounts  for  the  period 
from  April  19,  1944,  the  dates  of  the  previous  audits,  to 
December  31,  1944,  the  following  report  being  submitted 
thereon  : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the 
town  treasurer. 

General  ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  the  appropria¬ 
tion  accounts  were  analyzed  and  checked  to  the  amounts 

voted  bv  the  town  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk’s  record  of 
%/ 

town  meetings,  the  recorded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund 
were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
December  31,  1944. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  Avhile 
the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash 
balance  on  March  10,  1945,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  during  the  period 
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covered  by  the  audit  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and  listed,  the 
income  and  transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the 
redemptions  and  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax 
titles  on  hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  compared  with  the 
records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  recommitment  of  taxes  and 
assessments  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  assessors’  warrants.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
records  and  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  ac¬ 
counts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  departmental  accounts  receivable  outstanding  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subse¬ 
quent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  proved. 

The  commitments  of  water  rates  and  services  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  abatements  were  verified  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  depart¬ 
mental,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices  to 
many  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  thereto  it 
appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  health  department  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the 
town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  rental  of  town  buildings, 
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of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  of  the  police, 
school,  and  library  departments  were  examined,  checked, 
and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax 
title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  together  with  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  officials  of  the 
town,  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Charles  H.  Pratt,  A.  M. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Harwich : 

The  following  is  submitted  as  the  Annual  School  Report 
for  the  year  1945  : 

Comparison  of  the  school  membership  October  1,  1945 
shows  an  increase  of  twenty-two  over  last  year.  Reference 
to  the  Tabular  Statement  by  Grades  on  another  page  of  this 
report  sho\fs  that  two  hundred  and  twenty  enrollment  of 
the  first  six  grades  compared  with  an  enrollment  of  one 
hundred  and  forty-seven  in  grades  seven  to  twelve  inclusive, 
forecasts  a  larger  membership  in  the  high  school  as  these 
grades  annually  progress.  The  cessation  of  hostilities  and 
return  of  military  personnel  to  civilian  life  should  increase 
the  time  that  youth  will  remain  in  school.  It  is  with  a  con¬ 
siderable  degree  of  confidence  that  we  feel  able  to  forecast 
future  increase  of  school  attendance  and  plan  for  a  construc¬ 
tive  school  program  adapted  to  the  need. 

The  bisic  requirement  is  to  secure  and  retain  the  best 
teachers  that  can  be  found.  The  comparison  of  salaries  paid 
to  teachers  as  shown  on  another  page  with  the  salaries  re¬ 
ported  in  previous  years  indicates  that  there  has  been  some 
increase  in  the  salary  rates.  In  Ma}^  1944  an  attempt  was 
made  to  adopt  a  satisfactory  salary  schedule.  At  that  time 
a  maximum  of  $1,600.  was  voted  for  women  teachers  in 
grades  one  to  six  and  $1,800.  for  women  teachers  in  grades 
seven  to  twelve ;  these  maxima  to  be  reached  by  annual  in¬ 
crements  of  $100.,  beginning  with  the  amounts  specified  in 
the  contracts  in  force  at  that  time.  While  these  figures  fol¬ 
lowed  the  general  trend  of  salaries,  in  my  opinion  they  are 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  need.  We  have  at  times 
failed  to  secure  the  services  of  what  appeared  to  be  the  most 
desirable  candidates  for  salary  reasons.  We  have  also  lost 
some  valuable  personnel  because  funds  were  insufficient  to 
retain  them. 

Teachers  have  not  enforced  demands,  they  do  not  resort 
to  strikes.  Their  recourse  is  a  change  in  position.  Our  good 
fortune  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  our  teachers  have  homes 
here  and  have  not  moved  away.  Others  who  have  formerly 
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taught  have  accepted  teaching  responsibility  this  year. 
Otherwise  some  positions  which  were  vacant  the  week  before 
schools  opened  might  not  have  been  filled.  These  teachers 
deserve  our  appreciation  for  the  very  excellent  work  as  well 
as  for  their  public  spirit.  Current  reports  give  us  little  reason 

to  expect  lower  salaries  or  a  more  abundant  supply  of  well 
qualified  teachers  in  the  very  near  future.  For  several  years 
colleges  have  not  enrolled  anything  like  the  usual  number 
who  are  prepared  to  teach.  Many  teachers  are  leaving  their 
schools  to  marry  or  to  go  into  other  lines  of  work.  A  greater 
shortage  of  professional  teachers  is  predicted  next  year  than 
last. 

School  appropriations  have  been  voted  in  Harwich  in 
accordance  with  the  budget.  I  believe  citizens  will  support 
a  further  increase  in  expenditures  for  good  teachers.  The 
record  shows  a  marked  rise  in  school  costs  during  the  last 

ten  vears : 

« 

School  appropriations  in  1933,  1934  anc  1935  were 
$40,000.  while  in  1945  it  was  $63,050.00.  It  is  also  significant 
that  $25,829.71  or  62  per  cent,  of  the  1933  appropriation  went 
for  instruction  salaries  while  in  1945  the  expenditure  for  in¬ 
struction  salaries  was  $31,862.86,  or  a  little  under  51  per 
cent,  of  the  total.  A  tabulation  of  expenditures  for  schools 
by  109  Massachusetts  towns  of  less  than  5,009  population 
maintaining  high  schools  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1940 
shows  that  the  median  expenditure  for  salaries  for  instruc¬ 
tion  in  that  group  was  60  per  cent,  and  the  highest  was  72.8 
per  cent,  Harwich  that  year  was  46.4  per  cent,  of  the  total. 
It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  highest  valuation  per  capita 
in  those  towns  was  $3,626.00.  The  lowest  was  $466.00;  Har¬ 
wich  $3,085.00  The  magazine,  “Nations  Business”  published 
by  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce  November  1945 
carries  an  article  “Education  Is  Good  Business”.  Their 
study  of  school  expenditures  and  retail  sales  in  various 
states  of  this  country  shows  a  definite  relationship  between 
highest  school  expenditures  and  the  highest  standards  of 
living.  Living  standards  in  this  case  are  measured  by  ex¬ 
penditures  for  items  which  contribute  to  good  homes  and 
what  might  be  termed  abundant  living.  There  seems  little 
doubt  that  education  does  pay.  If  the  Battle  of  Waterloo 
was  won  on  the  fields  of  Eton,  it  is  equally  true  that  World 
War  II  was  won  in  the  schools  of  the  IT.  S.  A.  We  can  cer¬ 
tainly  afford  what  we  value  most.  Where  do  we  rate  the 
school  ? 
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FACULTY  CHANGES  IN  1945 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Eleanor  Anifantis  became  ef¬ 
fective  June  30,  1945  in  order  that  she  might  accept  a  posi- 
ion  as  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 
Her  three  years  service  ended  with  most  gratifying  success. 
Though  we  have  offered  prospective  candidates  a  salary 
equivalent  of  what  Miss  Anifantis  said  she  would  accept 
and  remain,  we  have  not,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  been  able 
to  fill  the  position. 

In  the  High  School,  Mr.  Charles  T.  Noonan  succeeds 
Miss  Johnson.  Miss  Patricia  Eldridge  succeeds  Miss  Salmon 
as  teacher  of  Home  Economics.  Both  these  people  are  show¬ 
ing  excellent  results.  They  are  industrious  and  able  teachers. 

In  the  elementary  grades  a  removal  of  the  restriction 
against  employment  of  married  teachers  has  enabled  us  to 
fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  loss  of  four  teachers.  Miss 
Gladys  Nickerson,  Miss  Althea  Chase,  Miss  Ada  Bassett 
resigned  to  accept  employment  in  Dennis.  Miss  Mary  Tay¬ 
lor  resigned  and  is  now  employed  in  Hawaii.  New  teachers 
now  in  service  are  Mrs.  Helen  Drake,  Mrs.  Mary  Hall  and 
Mrs.  Ruth  Nickerson.  Miss  Gladys  Crosby  was  transferred 
to  grade  four.  A  special  class  as  it  had  been  organized  was 
closed.  Mrs.  Cora  Chase  teaches  the  third  grade.  Miss 
Alberta  Wicks  teaches  one  section  of  the  first  grade  in  the 
room  formerly  occupied  by  the  special  class. 

Classes  in  Adult  Education  were  discontinued  at  the 
end  of  June.  Most  of  those  who  attended  had  been  granted 
citizenship  and  there  was  not  sufficient  demand  for  this  work 
to  warrant  its  continuance.  During  the  two  years  this  work 
continued  the  State  reimbursed  the  Town  for  one-half  the 
expenditures  and  some  twenty  people  had  mastered  the 
minimum  essentials  required  for  the  attainment  of  citizen¬ 
ship. 

REPAIRS 


1  would  direct  vour  consideration  toward  the  problem 
of  school  repairs,  alteration  or  replacement  at  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  and  High  School  buildings: 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

There  are  two  buildings  occupied  by  the  elementary 
schools.  Repairs  at  the  old  High  School  building  largely 
fall  under  what  would  be  considered  maintenance  such  as 
exterior  painting,  storm  windows,  weatherstripping  and  gen¬ 
eral  repairs. 
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For  a  long  time  it  has  been  felt  that  the  elementary 
school  is  a  sub-standard  building  which  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  the  children  of  Harwich.  The  basements 
are  without  adequate  heat.  In  winter  they  are  dark,  damp 
and  cold  with  little  or  no  ventilation.  They  can  be  reached 
only  by  going  around  the  building  on  the  outside.  I  might 
use  rather  strong  adjectives  in  describing  these  facilities. 
Your  own  examination  will  be  quite  as  informative  and  your 
judgment  will  doubtless  carry  its  own  condemnation. 

In  this  building  there  are  four  classrooms  without  ven¬ 
tilation  other  than  that  which  comes  through  loose  windows 
and  around  the  doors.  They  are  heated  by  jacketed  stoves 
capable  of  supplying  a  reasonable  quantity  of  heat  but  with 
questionable  distribution  of  it  throughout  the  rooms.  Each 
room  is  lighted  on  two  sides  whereby  sufficient  light  is  pro¬ 
vided  on  three  sides  of  the  room  but  leaves  the  fourth  cor¬ 
ner  in  a  shaded  area.  The  halls  are  without  heat  and  the 
children’s  clothing  hung  on  hooks  fail  to  dry  out  in  the  win¬ 
ter  time.  Often  they  are  damp  in  the  morning  when  they 
arrive  and  damp  at  noon  or  recess  when  the  children  have 
to  wear  them  outside.  Between  times  they  hang  in  these 
halls  giving  off  the  characteristic  musty  odor. 

Drinking  fountains  in  these  halls  usually  freeze  in  the 
coldest  weather. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  problem  here  presented  can  be 
handled  in  one  of  two  ways.  I  shall  attempt  to  outline  these 
two  ways  as  they  appear  to  me. 

ALTERATIONS 

Heat 

Further  excavation  of  the  basement  and  removal  of  the 
toilets  would  provide  space  for  a  heating  plant  of  suitable 
size  to  take  care  of  the  building. 

Toilets 

I  believe  that  the  toilets  removed  from  the  basement 
could  be  located  on  the  first  and  second  floors  in  the  small 
rooms  at  the  end  of  the  corridors,  one  of  which  is  at  present 
used  for  a  storeroom  and  the  other  for  a  library.  The  main 
entrance  to  the  building  might  be  relocated  at  the  first  floor 
level  near  the  center  of  the  building  and  the  stairway  lead¬ 
ing  from  the  second  floor  to  the  first  floor  could  be  turned 
back  on  itself  so  that  there  could  be  a  landing  in  the  down¬ 
stairs  corridor,  avoiding  the  entrance  to  the  second  floor 
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from  the  outside.  By  such  expedients  it  would  seem  pos¬ 
sible  to  provide  heat  from  a  central  heating  plant  for  the 
present  building  and  make  the  toilet  rooms  accessible  with¬ 
out  going  outdoors. 

It  would  be  relatively  easy  to  estimate  the  cost  of  altera¬ 
tions  described  above.  There  are  obvious  angles  to  the 
problem  which  would  seem  wise  to  evaluate  before  adopting 
the  above  measure. 

First,  the  building  is  already  filled  to  capacity  and  un¬ 
suitable  for  enlargement.  By  glancing  at  the  enrollment  of 
the  lower  grades  it  is  easy  to  forecast  that  within  four  or 
five  years  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  additional  space  to 
accommodate  these  children.  An  attempt  to  extend  the  old 
elementary  building  in  either  direction  by  addition  of  other 
rooms  would  result  in  cutting  off  the  light  on  one  side  of 
each  of  the  present  rooms  bringing  about  a  very  serious 
shortage  of  light.  The  standard  lighting  ratio  for  a  class¬ 
room  is  that  the  glass  area  should  equal  at  least  one-fifth  of 
the  floor  space.  By  addition  of  rooms,  the  present  lighting 
would  be  reduced  by  at  least  one-half  if  the  window  space 
on  one  side  of  the  room  was  eliminated.  Four  classrooms 
with  capacity  of  thirty-five  pupils  each  will  accommodate 
one  hundred  and  forty  children  in  the  present  rooms.  If 
the  building  were  later  to  be  enlarged  the  toilets  above 
described  doubtless  would  prove  inadequate.  Rooms  added 
as  above  could  not  be  accessible  through  a  central  corridor 
with  the  rooms  as  they  are  now  constructed.  This  would 
probably  mean  that  the  building  would  be  in  two  separate 
sections  so  far  as  any  organization  plan  could  be  provided. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

The  land  owned  by  the  town  around  this  building,  I 
have  been  informed,  is  restricted  in  area  to  perhaps  one-lialf 
acre  in  extent.  Through  the  kindness  of  neighbors  an  addi¬ 
tional  area  has  been  used  for  playground  purposes.  The 
total  however  is  not  sufficient  for  a  larger  school.  The  front 
of  the  building  is  within  a  few  feet  of  the  limits  of  the  high¬ 
way  at  an  intersection  of  four  streets  where  cross  traffic 
is  a  series  hazard  for  small  children,  particularly  when  they 
pass  across  the  street  for  lunch  or  transportation.  This  is 
in  my  opinion  a  dangerous  place  for  a  school  and  I  would 
recommend  another  location  be  designated. 

A  NEW  BUILDING 

Adequate  provisions  for  future  needs  would  seem  to 
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merit  serious  consideration  of  the  erection  of  a  new  build-* 
ing  for  elementary  grades.  1  believe  adequate  playground 
facilities  might  be  found  on  the  lot  owned  by  the  town  and 
occupied  by  the  present  high  school,  although  1  do  not 
recommend  that  it  should  be  joined  to  the  high  school  build¬ 
ing  but  constructed  as  a  separate  unit.  Elementary  and 
high  school  programs  have  nothing  in  common  except  the 
school  lunch.  The  mixing  of  younger  and  older  children  in 
the  same  building  tends  to  make  confusion.  It  is  a  handicap 
which  should  be  avoided. 


A  new  building  should  provide  well  lighted,  well  heated, 
well  ventilated  school  rooms  of  sufficient  number  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  probable  enrollment  for  the  next  ten  or  fifteen 
years.  It  should  be  designated  to  allow  further  additions  as 
needed  without  impairment  of  the  original  structural  plan. 
It  would  provide  adequate  space  for  its  own  lunchroom.  An 
adequate  playroom  in  the  basement  suitable  for  use  in 
stormy  weather  should  be  included  in  this  plan.  This  room 
should  provide  facilities  for  school  assemblies  as  well  as  re¬ 
creation.  Suitable  provisions  should  be  made  for  the  stor¬ 
age  of  equipment  and  supplies.  There  should  be  a  health 
room  with  adequate  space  for  the  care  of  children  who'  may 
be  ill.  There  should  be  a  room  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
school  dentist  and  the  nurse  and  a  separate  rest  room  for 
the  teachers.  Suitable  wardrobes  would  be  provided  for 
the  children’s  clothing  where  they  could  be  warm  and  dry. 
The  playground  would  be  away  from  the  street  and  children 
arriving  by  bus  and  departing  in  a  similar  manner  would 
not  be  exposed  to  highway  traffic  at  any  time.  A  playground 
of  ample  space  would  provide  space  for  playground  equip¬ 
ment  for  children  of  all  grades. 

The  cost  of  a  new  building  would  no  doubt  exceed  the 
initial  expense  of  repairing  the  old  one  but  would  result  in 
a  much  improved  school.  Use  of  funds  would  be  conserved 
for  permanent  outlay  by  diverting  cost  of  temporary  changes 
into  new  construction.  Temporary  economy  has  often  proved 
to  be  wasteful  in  the  end. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 


There  are  things  which  need  attention  at  the  new  high 
school.  The  outside  wood  finish  needs  to  be  painted  again 
this  year.  The  old  paint  has  curled  up  in  many  places  and 
should  be  given  a  new  surface  in  the  spring.  I  am  able  to 
report  that  the  waterproofing  of  the  east  end  of  the  build¬ 
ing  has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  I  am  informed 
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that  there  are  no  leaks  on  that  side  at  present.  The  building 
needs  similar  work  on  the  south,  west  and  north  sides.  The 
longer  this  process  is  postponed  the  more  it  is  likely  to  cost. 
Damage  will  result  to  the  building  by  delay. 

The  area  above  the  ceiling  over  the  classroom  wing 
should  be  insulated.  At  present  the  ceiling  of  the  second 
floor  is  separated  from  the  space  above  it  only  by  the  fibre 
board  ceiling  of  the  classroom.  1  believe  a  layer  of  insula¬ 
ting  material  would  prove  a  source  of  comfort  to  the  oc¬ 
cupants  of  the  room  and  it  should  be  a  paying  investment  in 
preventing  heat  loss  in  a  short  period  of  time. 

These  expenditures  are  outside  the  regular  expenditures 
for  maintenance —  they  are  rather  of  the  nature  of  outlay 
or  permanent  improvements  and  might  well  be  covered  by 
a  special  appropriation. 

We  should  bear  in  mind  also  that  the  grading  of  the 
high  school  grounds  has  never  been  completed.  A  large 
area  which  was  levelled  and  filled  through  the  W.P.A.  pro¬ 
gram  remains  as  they  left  it.  Some  program  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  this  area  should  be  planned. 

SCHOOL  LUNCHES 


Both  the  high  and  elementary  lunch  rooms  have  been 
conducted  in  financially  successful  manner  and  the  service 
rendered  has  been  such  as  to  warrant  their  respect  and  con¬ 
tinued  support.  They  are  operated  on  entirely  different 


The  elementary  schools  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
lunch  room  for  practically  two  years,  and  has  from  its  be¬ 
ginning  received  the  benefits  of  Federal  Subsidy.  The  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  reimburses  seven  cents  per  meal  for  the 
food  served  each  child.  The  meals  have  been  planned  ac- 
eording  to  professional  standards  of  evaluating  meals.  In 
the  elementary  school  a  complete  balanced  meal  is  avail¬ 
able  to  each  child.  The  cost,  including  milk,  is  fifteen  cents 
per  day.  It  is  not  known  in  advance  what  the  lunch  will  be 
and  there  are  no  choices.  One  takes  the  risk  eating  what  is 
served  or  must  bring  his  own  lunch  from  home. 

The  fact  that  about  two  hundred  children  of  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  two  hundred  twenty  consistently  choose  the  school 
lunch  indicates  the  popularity  of  the  service.  It  is  planned 
that  no  child  shall  go  away  hungry  although  an  attempt  is 
made  to  avoid  waste.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  the' food 
and  the  economy  of  its  preparation  and  service  are  results 
of  careful  and  skillful  planning.  Children  come  from 
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th  e  meal  with  expressions  of  appreciation. 

The  high  school  lunch  has,  from  its  beginning  in  1937,  been 
operated  on  a  cafeteria  basis.  Individuals  may  make  their 
choice  from  what  is  offered  on  the  menu  for  the  day.  The 
comparison  between  the  two  methods  is  difficult.  We  can 
count  the  lunches  in  the  elementary  school  by  the  number 
of  people  served.  In  the  high  school  this  service  ranges  all 
the  way  from  complete  meal  to  any  item  of  food  served — 
dessert,  ice  cream,  milk,  fruit  or  whatever  the  choice  may 
be. 

We  can  not  predict  how  long  the  Federal  Subsidy  will 
be  available  although  we  are  assured  it  will  last  through  the 
present  year. 

1  am  convinced  that  some  provision  should  be  made  so 
that  the  school  lunches  may  continue  however  thev  mav  be 
financed.  Health  is  a  matter  of  public  concern.  Various 
methods  have  been  proposed  for  improving  public  health. 
One  way  is  by  subsidizing  the  needy  under  social  welfare,  by 
direct  grant  in  aid  emanating  from  Washington.  Another 
is  to  subsidize  worthy  projects  from  local  taxation.  Many 
of  these  proposals  have  been  of  questionable  value  and  un¬ 
questioned  expense.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  waste  when 
money  is  spent  in  providing  food  for  hungry  children.  The 
whole  public  school  program  which  supplies  free  education 
including  teachers,  textbooks  and  supplies,  fuel,  buildings 
and  transportation  at  public  expense  has  survived  through 
the  years.  It  is  without  doubt  one  of  our  most  socialistic 
governmental  projects.  It  has  been  charged  with  being  a 
private  service  financed  at  public  expense.  It  has  been 
labeled  pauper  school  and  it  has  been  called  danger¬ 
ously  socialistic  in  its  implications.  Whatever  the  charges 
may  have  been  results  obtained  have  merited  confidence  and 
increasing  support. 

I  am  ready  to  advocate  the  incorporation  of  the  free 
lunch  along  with  free  textbooks  and  free  transportation  as  a 
part  of  the  service  offered  by  the  public  schools. 

I  believe  this  is  justified  on  the  grounds  that  those  who 
pay  for  the  support  of  the  schools  are  the  ones  who  subsidize 
the  welfare  and  help  the  needy.  They  pay  the  cost  through 
whatever  channels  it  may  be  routed. 

Money  and  time  expended  for  education  is  wasted  when 
any  child  is  hungry.  If  it  is  a  public  concern  that  children 
be  provided  with  free  education  and  good  health  then  it  is 
of  equal  public  concern  that  they  be  properly  nourished. 

I  hope  ample  provision  will  be  made  to  support  school 
lunches  on  whatever  basis  they  may  be  maintained. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Paul  A.  Morris,  Principal 

When  we  read  of  the  various  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  schools  of  the  nation,  the  changes  in  the  home 
life,  changes  in  the  social  life,  changes  in  the  training  of 
skills  in  youth,  changes  in  ways  of  thinking  because  of  war 
conditions,  changes  in  the  moral  code,  increase  in  juvenile 
delinquency,  and  other  headline  news  of  the  day,  we  can  be 
very  thankful  in  this  town  that  our  school  and  our  youth 
are  doing  as  well  as  they  are.  For  we  are  doing  very  well. 
Our  school  has  been  granted  another  four  year  period  of 
approval  by  the  College  Admissions  Board,  which  is  one 
standard  of  judgment.  Our  graduates  who  have  entered 
other  institutions  of  training  are  making  splendid  records 
for  themselves,  which  is  another  way  of  judgment.  Our 
former  pupils  who  have  been  in  the  Armed  Services  have 
acquitted  themselves  like  men,  which  may  be  the  final  judg¬ 
ment. 

In  order  to  have  had  a  school  which  has  done  anything 
like  a  creditable  piece  of  work,  maintained  satisfactory 
levels  of  achievement,  trained  in  good  habits  of  citizenship, 
and  conducted  itself  on  decent  standards  of  social  behavior. 
I  must  admit  that  I  as  principal,  have  had  the  most  difficult 
year  in  my  educational  experience.  There  have  been  unusual 
problems  in  school  administration,  which  have  required 
many  additional  hours  to  control.  As  I  am  in  a  classroom 
seventeen  of  the  twenty-five  recitation  hours,  and  have  no 
clerical  or  office  help,  this  has  been  difficult.  There  have 
been  difficulties  in  securing  many  of  the  supplies  which  we 
have  been  accustomed  to  using.  War  shortages  have  been 
felt  in  manv  ways,  and  have  increased  our  difficulties.  It 
has  been  difficult  to  determine  a  definiteness  of  instruction 
to  fit  the  needs  of  the  year.  Pressure  has  been  brought  to 
bear  from  government  sources  for  changes  in  our  proced¬ 
ures,  without  provisions  extended  to  carry  out  projected 
ideas.  It  has  been  difficult  to  carry  on  with  a  seemingly  con¬ 
stantly  changing  personnel.  It  is  just  as  hard  to  break  in 
new  teachers  to  do  what  we  want  done  as  we  want  it  done, 
as  it  is  in  any  other  position  or  line  of.  work.  To  my  mind, 
the  reason  for  this  difficult  situation  which  I  find  is  just  as 
apparent  as  the  fact  that  it  really  does  exist.  I  think  that 
the  greatest  part  of  it  may  be  summed  up  in  one  word 
“uncertainty”. 

Our  job  is  to  teach  certain  fundamentals  or  concepts, 
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and  to  branch  out  from  these  in  the  directions  which  will 
best  serve  the  times  and  our  youth.  There  is  considerable 
uncertainty  as  to  just  what  these  needs  are.  Should  empha¬ 
sis  be  placed  on  training  to  help  the  boys  in  their  military 
service?  Will  this  service  continue  for  years?  Should  we 
stress  pre-college  training?  Will  they  be  allowed  to  go  to 
school?  Should  we  strengthen  our  training  in  manual  arts? 
What  about  the  girls?  Where  do  their  real  needs  lie?  How 
can  we  best  serve  them?  What  should  they  be  taught  which 
will  be  to  their  best  advantage?  Ts  our  present  program 
adequate,  or  should  it  be  reviewed  and  revised. 

Then,  too,  there  is  just  as  great  a  state  of  uncertainty 
in  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  They  are  living  in  extremely 
precarious  times.  They  do  not  know  about  the  next  few 
years:  whether  they  will  have  personal  freedom  of  choice  of 
activity,  or  whether  some  outside  agency  will  decide  their 
program  for  them.  The  girls  are  as  perplexed  by  uncer¬ 
tainty  as  the  boys.  Naturally  a  spirit  of  unrest  is  the  result. 
This  comes  to  light  somewhat  as  a  mild  type  of  social  revolu¬ 
tion.  Behaviorism  becomes  a  problem.  Restraint  and  con¬ 
sideration  do  not  seem  to  be  the  virtues  that  thev  once  were.

Finally,  there  is  the  uncertainty  regarding  the  teaching 
staff.  I  believe  that  it  is  not  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
school  to  change  teachers  too  frequently;  it  would  lie  a 
desirable  investment  for  the  town  to  secure  a  well-trained, 
competent,  enthusiastic  corps  of  teachers  who  really  like  to 
teach,  and  pay  them  enough  to  stay  here. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Mrs.  Ethalene  B.  Nickerson,  Principal 

The  academic  work  in  the  grades  is  being  carried  on  as 
faithfully  as  possible  by  a  corps  of  conscientious  experienced 
teachers.  In  the  past  we  have  been  handicapped  by  having 
no  course  of  study,  as  the  State  of  Massachusetts  has  none. 
We  are  overcoming  the  difficulty  in  the  following  way. 

Last  year  we  installed  the  Alice  and  Jerry  reading  sy¬ 
stem  through  the  6th  grade.  This  being  one'  of  the  latest 
methods  printed  it  is  broad  in  developing  phonics  and  com¬ 
prehension,  etc.  In  the  same  way  we  have  adopted  a  set  of 
Spelling  Books  throughout  the  grades;  also  the  manuscript 
writing  system.  Now  we  are  studying  courses  from  New¬ 
ton,  Brookline,  New  Bedford  and  other  cities  for  the  right 
material  in  English  and  Arithmetic.  Later  when  the  world 
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is  more  settled  we  will  obtain  new  textbooks  in  History  and 
Geography. 

We  have  over  two  hundred  boys  and  girls  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school.  They  are  splendid  children.  This  year  we  have 
obtained  great  results  in  good  citizenship,  which  I  know  is 
due  to  endless  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  to  have  each 
child  regard  his  behavior  as  his  own  responsibility  and  to 
the  very  pleasant  cooperation  from  the  parents.  I  hope 
that  a  few  more  months  will  find  our  playground  better 
equipped  with  material  for  clean,  fair  play.  I  also  hope 
that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  we  may  have  the  assis- 
tanee  of  a  Physical  Director. 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

This  work  has  been  carried  by  the  teachers  without  help 
of  a  supervisor  since  the  resignation  of  Miss  Anif antis  after 
the  close  of  school  last  June.  She  had  completed  three  years 
of  outstanding  work  in  our  schools  and  while  her  successor 
had  not  been  found  at  the  close  of  the  year,  we  hope  that 
this  important  position  may  be  filled  at  an  early  date. 

REPORT  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

By  Thomas  Nassi,  Supervisor 

Peace  finds  the  majority  of  the  country’s  schools  trying 
to  pick  up  the  threads  where  they  were  left  in  1941  and  to 
continue  from  then.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  music 
field.  We  on  this  part  of  the  Cape  have  been  fortunate  in 
not  having  had  this  department  interrupted.  We  have  been 
able  to  advance  in  the  face  of  difficulties,  for  example  the 
lack  of  wind  instruments.  We  have  been  able  to  dig  up  old 
instruments,  repair  them  and  thus  put  them  in  use.  We  have 
hunted  for  instruments  everywhere  we  could  think  of.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  encouraged  the  study  of  stringed  instru¬ 
ments  which  cpuld  be  obtained  with  less  difficulty.  The 
result  has  been  gratifying. 

One  rarely  will  find  in  towns  of  this  country  with  the 
same  or  even  larger  school  population,  instrumental  organ¬ 
izations  such  as  our  own.  Our  school  musicians  are  sought 
by  the  New  England  Festival  Association  and  other  music 
groups.  Over  10  per  cent,  of  tin*  New  England  Orchestra 
will  be  our  own  musicians.  Many  New  England  communities 
are  not  represented  in  this  orchestra  because  of  a  lack  of 
good  players.  Our  school  orchestras,  bands  and  small  en- 
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sembles  are  participating  in  great  many  civic  affairs  in  their 
home  towns  and  elsewhere. 

The  Lower  Cape  School  Symphony  Orchestra,  composed 
of  selected  musicians  from  my  district  has  rehearsed  all  sum¬ 
mer.  This  Fall  it  gave  five  concerts  and  a  broadcast.  The 
response  by  the  listeners  was  spontaneous  and  the  contribu¬ 
tions  were  very  generous.  This  orchestra  will  go  to  a  Bos¬ 
ton  Symphony  concert  next  March. 

The  aim  of  Mrs.  Nassi  and  myself  has  been  twofold. 
First,  to  give  an  opportunity  of  playing  an  instrument  to  all 
who  desire  and  have  an  aptitude  for  music —  secondly,  to 
give  special  opportunities  to  those  who  have  above  average 
aptitude,  ability  and  desire.  The  elementary  and  advanced 
orchestras  and  bands  in  each  school  takes  care  of  the  first 
group.  The  Junior  Community  Band,  Lower  Cape  School 
Symphony,  the  Cape  Cod  Philharmonic  Society  and  the  New 
England  Festival  Orchestra  takes  care  of  the  more  advanced 
of  our  musicians. 

The  aptitude  tests  for  each  child  begin  in  the  first  two 
grades  with  blackboard  work  of  simple  and  advanced 
rhythm  patterns.  Later  they  apply  this  to  their  rhythm 
band  groups.  In  the  fourth  grade  we  introduce  the  sympho- 
net  and  with  this  they  combine  rhythm  and  tone.  From  the 
5th  grade  on  the  pupil  chooses  a  regular  orchestral  or  band 
instrument.  As  the  pupils  advance  they  become  members  of 
the  aforesaid  organizations. 

Of  all  the  towns  in  the  district,  Harwich  which  in  the 
past  had  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  largest  orchestras 
seems  to  have  suffered  the  most  through  the  war  years. 
Fortunately  this  year  things  have  begun  to  turn  for  the  bet¬ 
ter.  There  are  more  pupils  taking  instruments  and  more 
parents  arc  interested  in  our  work.  If  it  keeps  on  improv¬ 
ing  as  it  has  this  year,  1  have  great  hopes  for  the  future. 

Harwich  has  an  orchestra  of  16  members  with  new  ma¬ 
terial  being  added  constantly.  The  Beginner’s  Class  has  8 
members.  The  Elementary  group  is  as  follows: 

Rhythm  Band  28 

Third  Grade  Svmphonet  Class  18 

Fourth  Grade  Svmphonet  Class  28 

It  is  hoped  that  a  great  many  of  the  elementary  group 
who  show  aptitude  will  take  up  an  instrument  later.  Miss 
Crosby  is  doing  good  work  in  the  fourth  grade  svmphonet 
class.  Mrs.  Chase  is  as  eager  to  learn  the  instrument  as  her 
unusual  third  grade  Symphonet  Class  and  is  doing  a  good 
job  teaching  it.  Miss  Mvshrall  is  one  of  those  unusual 
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teachers  who  is  able  to  impart  her  enthusiasm  to  her  pupils. 
As  a  result  her  class  of  Rhythm  Band  is  one  of  the  two  most 
unusual  classes  in  such  work  in  the  Cape.  I  would  like  to 
take  her  class  for  a  demonstration  at  the  Supervisor’s  Con¬ 
vention  in  Boston —  they  are  so  good. 

ART  REPORT 


By  Margery  C.  Grier,  Supervisor 


After  a  year  in  the  Harwich  Union  Scjiools  1  am  pleased 
to  report  that  we  in  the  art  classes  do  not  feel  that  Art  is 
so  much  on  the  outside,  just  an  extra  thing.  When  really 
understood  we  know  Art  is  the  concern  of  every  human  be¬ 
ing  and  it  is  simply  the  question  of  doing  things,  anything 
well.  The  painter,  Robert  Henri,  said,  “When  the  artist  is 
alive  in  any  person,  whatever  his  kind  of  work  may  be,  he 
becomes  an  inventive,  searching,  daring  self-expressing  crea¬ 
ture.  He  disturbs,  upsets,  enlightens  and  he  opens  ways 
for  a  better  understanding.  When  those  who  are  not  artists 
are  trying  to  close  the  book,  he  opens  it,  shows  there  are 
more  pages  possible.” 


That  is  exactly  what  1  am  striving  to  bring  out  in  the 
children  in  the  first  six  grades,  within  the  limits  of  their 
weekly  art  periods,  “inventive,  searching,  daring,  creative 
work”.  When  such  results  are  obtained  in  the  lower  grades 
the  art  work  of  the  future  junior  and  senior  high  school 
will  reach  high  levels  of  endeavor.  The  more  varied  the 
interests  in  the  upper  classes  the  wider  the  understanding 
and  consequent  need  of  continued  self-expression.  Abun¬ 
dant  material :  pencils,  pastels,  paints,  crayons,  inks  and 
varieties  of  paper  at  the  disposal  of  each  pupil  enables  him 
to  experience  the  joy  of  self-expression  and  ultimate  achieve¬ 


ment. 


Since  we  are  too  far  away  from  cities  to  make  regular 
visits  to  art  museums  possible  we  are  introducing  periods 
of  discussion  in  our  high  school  classes  where  the  student 
is  encouraged  to  express  his  own  opinion  about  art  and  what 
it  means  in  the  community.  More  often  than  not  the  pupils 
suddenly  realize,  during  these  talks,  the  untold  beauties 
surrounding  them  which  they  had  always  heretofore  taken 
for  granted.  To  be  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  living  in  a 
beautiful  part  of  this  country,  to  appreciate  it  fully,  to  in¬ 
terpret  its  moods  and  seasons  on  paper —  these  are  a  few  of 
the  things  we  in  the  art  classes  are  beginning  to  do,  and,  in 
so  doing,  such  terms  as  form,  composition,  color,  value  and 
line  work  become  full  of  real  meaning. 
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SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS’  REPORTS 


High  School  by  A.  J.  D’EIia,  M.  D. 

All  the  children  in  grades  seven  through  twelve  were 
examined  and  they  were  found  to  be  in  good  health.  Pre¬ 
vious  defects  were  remedied  or  much  improved.  The  epi¬ 
demic  of  whooping  cough  during  the  winter  of  1945  was 
without  too  much  trouble  brought  under  control.  The  school 
year  was  noted  by  the  fact  that  students  in  general  were 
strong  and  well. 

Elementary  Schools  by  John  P.  Nickerson,  M.  D. 

The  past  year  was  unusual  in  that  we  were  called  upon 
to  fight  the  greatest  number  and  variety  of  contagious 
diseases  that  has  occurred  in  the  schools  for  many  years. 
There  never  has  been  so  many  children  taken  ill  during 
school  hours  and  provision  made  for  their  transportation 
home.  Most  of  us  do  not  appreciate  the  splendid  work  of 
the  teachers  and  school  nurse  in  the  part  they  play  in  pro¬ 
tecting  the  health  of  the  pupils.  I  think  we  should  also  con¬ 
gratulate  the  teachers  and  bus  drivers  for  their  vigilance  in 
preventing  accidents.  Of  course  school  attendance  has  suf¬ 
fered  much  as  a  consequence  of  the  high  incidence  of  conta¬ 
gious  diseases. 

The  routine  examination  shows  better  general  physical 
health,  less  under-nourished  children,  fewer  dental  defects 
although  dental  defects  far  outnumber  all  others. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 
By  Adelyn  J.  Peabody,  R.  N. 


The  general  appearance  of  the  school  children  this  year 
seems  much  improved  according  to  weights  and  physical 
examinations  by  Dr.  John  P.  Nickerson  and  Dr.  Arthur  J. 
D’EIia.  There  has  been  an  average  gain  from  five  to  ten 
pounds  during  the  year  and  part  of  this  could  be  attributed 
to  the  fine  hot  lunches  served  in  the  Elementary  School. 

The  children  are  constantly  watched  by  the  nurse  and 
teachers  for  signs  of  illnesses. 

Last  June  the  Toxoid  Clinic  for  Diphtheria  was  held 
by  Dr.  A.  P.  Goff  of  Ilyannis —  eighteen  children  were  given 
three  doses,  three  weeks  apart,  seven  grade  school  children 
and  eleven  pre-school  children —  two  vaccinations  which 
were  retakes. 
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It  is  urged  that  parents  of  all  children  six  months  and 
over  who  have  not  had  the  Toxoid  watch  the  paper  for  the 
next  clinic  in  the  spring.  There  were  forty-four  children 
done  in  1944. 

Five  school  children  were  privileged  to  go  to  Camp 
Farley  for  two  weeks  through  the  generosity  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club.  Ten  other  children  went  to  Pocassett  Camp  for  six 
weeks. 

Six  tonsillectomies  were  done  this  summer. 

Nine  children  were  taken  to  the  TB  Clinic  in  Hyannis 
for  check-up  and  follow-up.  One  girl  had  to  be  readmitted 
to  North  Reading’s  Institution  for  further  treatment  because 
she  had  whooping  cough  before  school  closed. 

Two  children  have  been  discharged  from  the  Crippled 
Children’s  Clinic  in  Hyannis  and  after  Physical  Examina¬ 
tion  this  year  two  were  recommended  for  the  clinic —  one 
for  posture  and  one  for  slight  curvature  of  the  spine. 

During  the  summer  several  families  were  visited  for 
follow-up  work  and  new  families  were  contacted  and  given 
information  about  the  school  health  program. 

There  were  four  cases  of  “itch”  in  the  school.  Each 
child  was  examined  for  further  cases.  Home  visits  were 
made  to  suggest  treatment  and  a  doctor’s  certificate  was 
required  before  their  return  to  school. 

Dr.  Arthur  McIntosh,  the  School  Dentist,  makes  his  re¬ 
port  on  another  page.  He  stresses  Education  and  Import¬ 
ance  of  children’s  Dental  Work.  We  are  handicapped  many 
times  because  parents  won’t  give  us  permission  to  do  the 
work  because  the  child  is  afraid  of  being  hurt. 

This  clinic  is  held  every  other  week —  sponsored  by  the 
Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association  who  pays  the  dentist 
twenty  dollars  a  day  to  do  the  work.  A  small  charge  of  25c 
a  filling  or  extraction  is  charged  but  very  hard  to  collect. 
This  would  be  used  toward  supplies.  Sometimes  eight  or 
ten  children  are  seen  a  day —  and  there  is  so  much  to  be 
done  a  child  has  to  return  many  times  to  complete  the  work. 
This  clinic  is  for  the  children  who  can’t  afford  a  family 
dentist.  This  year  we  hope  to  do  some  work  in  the  High 
School. 

Miss  Juliet  Whittaker,  R.  N.  gave  the  children  in  grades 
3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  9  and  12  the  audiometer  test  for  ears —  assisted 
by  the  nurse.  Four  children  out  of  the  one  hundred  and 
sixty  examined  had  slight  hearing  defects  and  in  most  in¬ 
stances  could  be  corrected  by  removal  of  tonsils  and  ade¬ 
noids. 
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It  lias  been  necessary  to  take  children  home  who  have 
become  ill  in  school.  Will  the  parents  make  some  arrange¬ 
ment  with  neighbors  or  relatives  to  care  for  these  children 
if  thev  have  to  work  or  are  away  from  home.  Some  children 
have  had  to  stay  in  the  nurse’s  office  all  day  because  no  one 
was  at  home  to  receive  the  child,  after  making*  several  rounds 
to  find  someone. 

Sincere  thanks  to  all  teachers  and  organizations  for 
their  helpfulness  and  cooperation  in  the  school  work. 

DENTAL  CLINIC  REPORT 
By  Dr.  Arthur  II.  McIntosh 

The  Dental  Clinic  was  begun  for  the  year  with  examina¬ 
tion  of  220  children.  143  had  dental  defects  and  we  are  now 
working  on  a  number  of  children  seeing  them  every  other 
week. 

We  feel  that  the  work  is  filling  a  great  need.  The  ex¬ 
amining  and  repairing  of  children’s  teeth  is  accompanied  by 
instructions  and  suggestions  for  the  pupil’s  dental  health. 
Children  benefit  by  this  service  and  help  to  spread  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  need  for  children’s  dentistry. 

We  believe  there  should  be  more  publicity  regarding 
the  clinic  that  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  so  gener¬ 
ously  and  wisely  provided. 

CONCLUSION 


We  have  attempted  to  report  on  various  school  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  past  year  and  have  made  several  proposals  for 
your  consideration.  The  aim  and  hope  is  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  provide  better  opportunity  for  education,  health, 
character  and  social  understanding  for  the  young  people  of 
Harwich.  Our  reports  and  proposals  are  concerned  with 
public  expenditure  for  schools  and  public  interest  in  better 
citizens  for  years  ahead. 


While  the  public  is  concerned  with  the  individual  pupils, 
their  progress  and  their  welfare;  it  is  hard  to  suppose  that 
these  problems  are  concern  of  the  public  alone.  There  is  no 
known  way  for  such  opportunities  to  become  effective  with¬ 
out  active  cooperation  and  interest  of  the  home.  No  matter 
how  good  the  school  may  be  or  how  well  clothed  and 
nourished  the  children,  there  is  no  teaching  done  unless  some 
one  learns —  and  no  one  can  learn  without  effort.  There  is 
no  substitute  for  work.  Recreation  programs  and  extra-cur¬ 
ricular  activities  of  all  kinds  are  good  and  useful  but  if  edu- 
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cational  returns  are  to  be  secured  it  is  of  prime  importance 
that  the  home  take  an  interest  in  securing  results.  To  that 
end  there  should  be  an  opportunity  for  some  home-work  for 
pupils  above  the  sixth  grade.  School  is  the  main  occupation 
of  most  children  from  twelve  to  eighteen  years  of  age.  Dur¬ 
ing  these  years  they  are  capable  of  making  maximum 
growth.  This  result  can  not  be  attained  without  purposeful 
planning. 

1  regret  that  all  too  often  interest  seems  to  be  mostly 
centered  on  the  securing  of  marks  regardless  of  what  those 
marks  may  mean.  Sometimes  greater  concern  should  be 
felt  because  of  effort  made  “too  little  and  too  late”  with 
consequent  meager  returns.  A  good  school  can  and  will 
stimulate,  aid  and  direct  growth.  If  returns  are  to  be  in 
any  way  commensurate  to  time  and  money  spent,  they  will 
be  achieved  by  a  generous  amount  of  old-fashioned,  proper 
motivated  work.  Children  may  be  taught —  they  must  do 
the  learning.
